Properties and Mechanical Devices 
in Early English Theaters. 


Review.) 
We have some idea of the appearance of 
the stage of the Swan Theater by a drawing 
by John De Witt about 1586, copied 
Arend Van Buchel’s ‘‘Commonplace 
preservel in the University J.ibrary 
of Utrecht, published by Dr. Gaedertz in a 
pamphlet in 1888 and reproduced in Mr. T. F. 
Ordish’s ‘‘Early London Theaters,’’ 1891, and 
in other works since then. This precious 
sketch shows the proscenium supported on a 
frame, ‘‘the turned columnse,’’ the actor's 
house, with windows and doors of entrance 
and exit. <A portable bench is all the furni- 
ture represented, and there are three actors 
rehearsing to empty galleries. ‘‘The heavens’’ 
are not represented at all. It is evident, 
however, that at some paris of of the back 
of the stage there was arras or tapestry and 
some hangings. It may be remembered that 
Shakespeare makes Hamlet kill the spy Po- 
lonius when listening ‘‘behind the arras;’’ 
and the trick upon Malvolio cguld hardly be 
played without some curtains or shrubbery 
for the conspirators to hide in. 

Ben Jonson in ‘‘The New Inn.’ published 
in 1629, definitely mentions the tapestry call- 
ed arras cloths and faces represented in the 
hangings. When the drama revived after the 
hiatus in the development through the com- 
monwealth this use of tapestry is remem- 
bered. Flecknoe in his ‘‘Short Discourse on 
the Stage’’ in 1664, by which time scenery 
was fairly introduced, says: ‘‘Now for the 
difference between our theaters and those of 
former years, they were but plain and sim- 
ple, with no other scenes or decorations, but 
only old tapestry and the stage strewed with 
rushes.’’ Cory said in the prologue to ‘‘The 
Generous Enemies,’’ 1672: 


“Your aged father came to plays for wit, 
And sat knee deep in nutshells in the pit: 
Coarse hangings then instead of scenes were 
worn 
Kidderminster did 


And the stage adorn.’’ 


We may therefore jot down ‘‘tapestry’’ and 
‘the player's house’’ as permanent parts of 
scenery. The frequent -occasions in which 
characters are made to speak from walls, 
battlements, towers, and balconies show that 
they had some contrivance for representing 
these by utilizing the player's house. Yet any 
such representation might justly be called 
further scenery. The stage was also evi- 
dently furnished with trap doors. In lupton’s 
‘‘All for Money,’ 1578, it !s directed: ‘‘Plea- 
sure rises from beneath the stage.’’ in 
Lodge’s and Green's ‘‘Looking Glass for Lon- 
don and England,’’ 1594, there is the stage 
Girection, ‘‘The Magi with their rods beat 
the ground, and from under the same riseth a 
brave arbour.’’ and later in the same play ‘‘a 
flame of fire appeareth from beneath, and 
Radagon is swallowed.’’ 

In Ben Jonson's ‘‘Poetaster.’’ 1601, Envy 
rises from the ground. Marston in his ‘‘An- 
tonio’s Revenge.’’ 1602, uses the same device, 
and doubtless ‘‘ghosts’’ entered in this way 
from beneath the stage. There were also 
mechanical contrivances by ropes and pulleys 
to raise gods and spirits to ‘‘the heavens;’’ 
sometimes the chariot of Phaethon and otfier 
similar properties are stated thus to have 
been elevated. Ben Jonson girds against the 
practices of the romantic dramatists in gen- 
eral when he puts forward his own play of 
“Every Man in His Humour.”’ 1598. Speak- 
ing in the character of the poet: 


‘We rather prays you will be pleased to see 
One such today, as other plays should be, 
Where neither chorus wafts you o’er the seas, 
Nor creaking throne comes down the boys to 
please. 

‘‘Henslowe's Diary’’ there is an inven- 
tory of stage property about 1568 which in- 
cludes, beyond dresses, ‘‘rocks, cages, tombs, 
hellmouth, a pair of stairs for Phaethon, a 
wooden canopie and the cloth of the sun and 
the moon.’’ We know that the sudden fire 
which destroyed the Globe in June, 1618, was 
caused by a salvo of cannon fired for the

New York, August 27.—A proposal to 
call out all the telegraph operators em- 
ployed by brokerage firms, 
of whether the firms have stgned the 
scale or not, is the latest im the 
strike of the telegraphers. President 
Small today received a message from 
southern telegraphers urging that this 
step be taken. He replied that the men 
must remain at work until they had re- 
ceived further instruction from the gov- 
erning body of the unfon, and at the 
Same time called a meeting or all the 
men employed in brokerage houses in 
New York for tomorrow afternoon, at 
which time the question or wnether they 
will join the strikers will be discussed.

THE NEW MENINGITIS CURE. 


Anti-Serum Was Discovered After 
Sacrifice of Many Animale. 
(From The New York World.) 

Details were received here yesterday | 
of the cerebro-spinal meningitis serum | 
and anti-serum discovered by Dr. Simon 
Fiexner, of the Rockefeller Institute | 
for Medical Research, and used suc- | 
cessfully in Cleveland in the treatment 
of the disease which killed many chil- 
dren in the epidemic in New York two | 
years ago. | 

Professor Flexner made his discovery ' 
by means of experiments on monkeys 
and guinea rigs. His first experiments 
on guinea pigs were made with goats’ 
serum. A female goat had been inject- 
ed twice with cultures from sever,l 
sources of the meningitis germs—diplo- 
cocci—within a period of two weeks. 
By using large injections he saved the 
pigs. When the goat which had been 
infected with meningitis died the serum 
obtained from it was found to have 
both preventive and curative properties. 
The serum from monkeys protected 
guinea pigs from what otherwise would 
have been a fatal dose of the menin- | 
gitis germs. 

On the whole, the immune serum savcd 
more guinea pigs than the normal : 
serum. The serum of aninfected horse 
also rendered the guinea pigs immune. 
Dr. Flexner got an anti-serum from 
rabbits, which, if injected immediately, | 
had high protective property against 
the disease. A considerable number of 
guinea pigs were killed by meningitis 
in the course of the experiments. 

Two large monkeys were immunized 
by injections from guinea pigs which 
had died of meningitis. After a series of 
injections, extending over nine months, 
the monkeys were chloroformed and 
bled to death and their serum tested. 
The germs were found throughout the 
membranes, the largest number being 
in the spinal cord. A live monkey in- 
jected with the serum from the dead ' 
monkey showed no effect. Another 
monkey similarly dosed fell sick, but 
soon recovered. A third monkey in- 
jected died in 38 hours, and its cord 
and brain at the hbase were found to be: 
full of germs. A large monkey sur- | 
vived. 

Several other monkeys were sacri- | 
ficed in the experiments, which showed | 
that the anti-serum would prevent the | 
development of severe symptoms after 
the germs had been injected into the 
spinal cord and would arrest the dis- | 
ease if already in progress. 

Two little spider monkeys were also 
experimented on with a direct culture | 
of the meningitis germs. They sighed, 
their hearts beat tumultuouslv, and 
one of the pair died. One of the me- 
dium-sized monkeys was injected twice, 
as it didn't respond to the first injec- 
tion. It grew sick and lay down. When 
disturbed by the scientists it rofe and 
looked distressed. The next day it lay 
on the bottom of the cage, but on being 
stirred rose for a little while. The 
third day it died. 

The value of the normal serum was 
studied in monkeys in which the dose 
of germ culture was on the border line 
—that is, of such size that certain mon- 
keys died and others survived. These 
experiments showed good results from 
a mixture of germ-culture and normal 
serum. Two monkeys of equal size and 
resistance were inoculated with a cer- 
tainly fatal dose of germ-cultures. Both 
died. Although the closest microscopic 
search was made, no meningitis germs 
were found in their bodies.

(From The New York Post.) 

In the Sierpes, that crowded focus of 
the gayety and activiiy of Sevilla, there 
is a cafe which advértises “A fortune 
with a cup of coffee,” and yet sells the 
beverage for the modest sum of !I6 cen 
times, only half the usual price. The 


word “fortune’’ is an espectally lurid 
flight of fancy on the part of the ad- 
vertisement writer, but it is true that 
every customer is handed a numbered 
ticket, and at the end of ten days’ the 
lucky man whose number corresponds 
to that number winning tne gran premio 
in the Spanish national lottery, receives 
a handsome caéh prize from the proprie- 
tor of the cafe, who is also a large 
manufacturer of chocolates and an im- 
porter of coffe?, and is more interested 
in advertieing his businsss than in mak- 
ing money out of .the various cafes un- 
der his control. 

It is but a few steps from this cafe to 
the Calle de Amor de Dtos (Street of the 
Love of God), and if you ehould be mind- 
ed to board one of the wretched little 
street cars that take you to the Ala- 
meda de Hercules, you would find, on 
tendering your fare of 6 to !§ centimes 
to the conductor, that he gave you in 


‘exchange a numbered ticket upon which 


the street car company offered a prize to 
one of its patrons under conditions iden- 
tical iwith those set by the proprietor of 


.the eafe. 


To one brought up on a strictly five- 
cent fare it would hardly seem neces- 
sary to offer prizes to induce people to 
ride at prices which are equivalent to 
one or two cents in our money, and 
which seldom exceed three cents for 
ordinary trips. The service is poor in Se- 
villa, but in Madrid, where the electric 
car system is quite as good if not bet- 
ter than the surface roads in New 
York, short rides may also be taken for 
one cent and upward.

Now and then Providence seems to 
take a twirl at the wheel, and lands 
the prize where it is most needed, as the 
following story would indicate: Together 
with two friends, a workingman bought 
a lottery ticket, without mentioning the 
fact o his wife, as he was half-ashamed 
to have thus spent money urgently need- 
ed for his little family. Two days before 
the sorteo he was brought home up- 
conscious after an accident, and died 
within a few hours, leaving hig family 
utterly destitute. 

The day after the funeral, the two 
friends. who had nét yet learned of the 
accident, entered jubilant, as the num- 
ber which the three held together had 
won the gran premio.

SUEZ ROUTE MUCH CHEAPER 


Congressmen Say the Choice of the 
Magellan Route Is for Tactical 
Reasons Only—Something 
Will Be Made Clear 
by Trip. 


New York, August 
Ernest W. Roberts, a member of the 
house committee on nava! affairs, who 
is here with fellow members of the 
committee investigating the needs of the 
Brooklyn navy yard, said that the trip 
of the battleship fleet through the 
Straits of Magellan is for tactica] rea- 
s0ns alone. 

““We have all read with interest

Republics of Central Ametica 
Will Not Fight 


PEACE CONGRESS PROBABLE 


Republics Have Been Brought to 
Ferege War by the United 
States and Mexico—Wash- 
ington Greatly Gratified 
by Outcome. 


City of Mexico, August 27.—It is ‘an- 
nounced here that peace in Central 
America is now assured through the in- 
tervention of the United States and 
Mexico. Formal statements giving de- 
tails will probably be issued’ within a 
few days. 

Washington Is Gratified. 

Washington, August 27.—At the state 
department today the dispatch. announc- 
ing that peace is now assured ip Cen- 
tral America was received with distinct 
pleasure but Acting Secretary Ade 
pointed out that the influence of the 
government of the United States and 
Mexico was confined to friendly ‘‘media- 
tion.”’ 

Senor Godoy, the charge of the Mex- 
ican embassy, called at the state de- 
partment today and conferred with Mr. 
Ade concerning the good news. In dis- 
cussing the better conditions in Central 
America it was thought probable that 
the proposition for a peace conference 
of the Central American republics to be 
held in Washington or in the City of 
Mexico would be revived. 

' Sponsors for Peace Pact. 
“The only basis of agreement, it is be- 
lieved here, would be for the United 
States and Mexico jointly to act as 
sponsors for the peace pact, with the 
understanding that any violation would 
be forcibly quelled and the perpetrators 
punished, 

This would mean the arbitration of all 
disputes between the countries. Largely 
through the offices of the bureau of 
Central Amer- 
ican states have been brought to See 
that continual warfare not only has 
been costly to the countries but has 
prevented commercial advancement.

Tabor Costs More. 

Mr. Plant contended that the price of 
labor on the Southern had increased 
very materially during the last five or 
six years and tthat a wage increase 
had been made since June 30, 1906 to 
the employees of that system. Mr. Plant 
presented a tabulated statement giving 
an estimate of the increase in wages toa 
employees in 1906, as compared with the 
previous year, which aggragated $!,044,- 
000. The increases were for the entire 
system, but they applied equally in North 
Carolina. Mr. Plant declared the earn- 
ings and operating expenses of the 
Southern railway for the year ending 
June 30, 1906, afd stated that there 
was not a balance over fixed charges 
to declare a five-cemt dividend on the 
capital stock of the Southern, and the 
rate dividend had not been declared 
during the’ present year._

(From Leéslie’s Weekly.) 

When Columbus discovered Cuba in 
1492 he landed on the north coast of 
what is now Puerto Principe, and the 
historians assert that a town bearing 
the name of the province was estab- 
lished here as early as I5!15. At that 
infested the sea, and 
were also a terror to the inhabitants 
along the coast. They so harassed the 
early settlers of the island that the 
latter moved farther into the interior, 

d thus was founded the town of 

maguey. Today it retains more of 
the evidences and customs of the six- 
teenth century than any other city in 
Cuba. It has a population of fifty 
thousand people, many of whose ideas 
and modes of living are # primitive 
as they were three centuries ago. 
The very quaintness of the place is 
its ebief attraction. Its tiled, fluted 
and its crooked streets, which are lit- 
erally made up of curves, all add to 
its interest as well as indicate its 
antiquity. Tradition has it that the 
streets were built after this fashion to 
fool the pirates who pursued the set- 
tlers*even to the interior. The archi- 
itecture of old Spain predominates, 
ana the houses have been painted in 
every conceivable color. One house, 
however, on the Caridad, the Prado 
of Camaguey, is a travesty on the har- 
mony of colors with brilliant red col- 
umns supported by a base of vivid 
green. 

No Camaguey child of the poorer 
class is expected to wear clothes until 
it is at Ivest seven years of age, and 
everywhere in the streets one en- 
counters little brown-skinned children 
absolutely nude, playing in the sun- 
shine. There were no street cars to 
mar the quaint picture when I saw it, 
but one was not obliged to walk, for 
Cuban cabs were numerous and could 
be hired for a mere trifle. The shop- 
ping section presented an animated ap- 
pearance, as here in particular the 
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old Spanish custom of the clerks eate 
it@ and sleeping in the stores is in 
vogue. One day as I passed down the 
Calle Republica I noticed a crowd 
around a man, and coming nearer [ 
saw that he was a genuine American 
street faker, using all the arts of his 
trdde to induce the people to purchase. 
He spoke Spanish, and was selling 
tiny alarm clocks and jumping beans. 
When he saw me a broad smile over- 
spread his face, and as we met he 
said in an undertone: 

“Would you believe it, but there are 
just as many suckers here as there 
are in the states.”

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Rice As Food. 
The people of the United States 


heve not shown a proper appreciation 


of the nutritive value of rice, 

Perhaps this is due to the infinite 
cereals, fruits fish and 
meat products which are available for 
the American table. There is hardly 
a workingman’s family throughout the 
country but who enjoys the great 
diversity of food products which this 
country affords, and in addition lays 
under tribute to supply his table the 
gurdens of the world. In many coun- 
tries, where the wage scale is less and 
where the agricultural products of the 
country do not permit of so great a 
variety of edibles, and, where the peo- 
ple, as a consequence, are more de- 
pendent upon @& few nourishing arti 
cles of diet, rice is in great favor. 

The Columbia State laments the 
foct that this country has not the 
same fondness for rice as a delicacy 
as have the wise citizens of Columbia. 
It seems that in the South Carolina 
city no dinner is -complete without 
steamed rice, rice croquettes, rice pud- 
ding or even soup with rice. In that 
city men, women and children cry for 
it. Still, it must not be supposed that 
the citizens of Columbia are forced to 
restrict the variety of their articles 
of food. ‘They are only wiser than 
the rest. The State laments the fact 
that Americans consume only three 
ane one-half pounds of rice per capita, 
whereas in Europe the annual con- 
sumption is fourteen pounds per cap- 
ita. The fondness Of the Japs and 
the Chinese for rice is proverbial. _

| day as when he started. You could not 
|do that on a pound of meat to save your 
| tife.”’ 


| Eminent sociologists have claimed 
‘that 10,000 children in the city of New 
Ycrk go to school in the morning with. 
out breakfast. By some the number 
has been placed even higher. For a 
few cents’ worth of rice their starved 
and emaciated young bodies could be 
well nourished and prepared for the 
exertions of the day. It is evident 
that a campaign of education would 
be productive of much good. Since no 
other cereal possesses the 
amount of nutritive qualities and since 
the price of this product is extremely 
reasonable, it is evident that the peo 
rle only need to be told of its food 
value to create a more widespread de- 
mand for rice. 

Possibly conditions which prevail in 
New York exist in the same propor- 
tion in other big cities of the coun- 
try.

something less than $100,000,000. The 
price of October cotton at the present 
time on the New York exchange is 
ranging above 12 cents, while on The 
New Orleans exchange it is quoted at 
12.75. It is safe to say that the major 
portion of the crop will bring 12 
cents. 

The outlook at present is for a fair 
size crop in the eastern portion of 
the cotton belt, whereas in Texas, 
Louisiana and Arkansas unfavorable 
weather has effected a great reduction 
in the yield. This condition of affairs, 
which wil] have the effect of short- 
ening the total crop yield, will natu- 
rally operate to the advantage of the 
growers in Georgia and the southeast. 

Viewing this situation, Colonel Low- 
ry confidently predicted that “wheth- 
er or not there is a stringency in Wall 
Street, good times are going to con- 
tinue in Georgia.” According to the 
View taken by Frank Hawkins, any 
panic will be a rich ‘man’s panic, for 
“the south this year is in the saddle.” 

The truth of this remark is becom- 
ing every day more apparent.

KEEP FAR FROM POLITICS \ 
IS ADVICE OF DUCKWORT 


“Keep as far removed from politics: as 
possibie,”” was the substance of the ad- 
vice given the. business agents of the 
Farmers’ Union by Hon. R. F. Duck- 
worth, president of the Georgia, divis- 
ion, who addressed the meeting at the 
capitol yesterday morning. Mr. Wuck- 
worth’s speech was as follows: 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: I was in- 
vited by your state business agent to make an 
adaress before this business agents’ meeting, 
and I have decided to discuss the proposition 
which is now attracting a good deal of at- 
tention by those on the outside of the organi- 
tation, and that is just what steps wili be 
taken by the Farmers’ Union as pertains to 
politics, or in other words, gentlemen, I de- 
sire to show to you why it is necessary for 
the Farmers’ Union to fight its batties 
through business agents and committees along 
commercial lines and not along partisan poli- 
tical] lines. 

In the days of the Farmers’ Alliance the or- 
ganization was destroyed by its members be- 
coming too enthusiastic over partisan politics 
and neglecting their duty to their organiza- 
tion. In every county and in almost every 
local or sub-alliance, one or more of the 
officers were running for political office. The 
members of the alilance were led to believe 
that they could accomplish nothing in a 


Meve that the only way by which they could 
get relief was to elect their own members 
to office. 

They were told that they must send their 
members to the state legislature; they must 
send them to congress; they must from their 
own number select sheriffs, judges, justices 
of the peace, tax collectors, balliffs, etc., and 
being taught this by men high up in au- 
thority, and being sore over the way they 
had been treated by those politically in power, 
they swallowed this piece of advice as a 
sweet morsel, and with all the energy and 
power that they could bring to bear, they 
leaped headlong into politics. The alliance 
Was neglected. They failed to look after the 
questions of interest to the organization. 
Questions that pertained to their commercial

whom you serve?

We do believe, however, that 
many men who were elected to office with 
good purposes were beguiled and n@sled, and 
eventually, perhaps, made permanently cor- 
rupt, after they had been elected to office 
with good aims and good purposes at heart.

“Said statement shall show in detall a 
list of all free transportation {ssued dur- 
ing said month, to whom issued, upon 
what account issued, and between what 
stations. 

“Also a list of all annua’, quarterly, 
and other term passes, useg on its line of 
road during said month of September, 
by whom used and the number of miles 
traveled by the holders of said term 
passes during said month. 

“It is further ordered that each rail- 
road company as above shall cause to 
be filed regularly each month thereafter 
a similar report for the month !imme- 
diately preceding that during which re- 
port is required furnished.

It de- 
veloped quite early in ithe session that 
there was only a moderate disposition to 
follow up the buying movement which 
sprang up yesterday, and after that the 
bears renewed attempts to depress prices 
and began again to circulate rumors of 
money embarrassments, such as have 
been active for some time past. Some 
of the details of alleged syndicate for- 
mation to take over the proposed $40,- 
000,000 New York city bond issue, 
lacked confirmation, with a consequent 
wanting of that influence, which was an 
important factor in yesterday’s recovery. 
The demand for stocks here for London 
account was on quite a notable scale, 
and international commissions repre- 
sented that this might be regarded as 
‘the closing up of a short account in 
connection with the fortnightly settie- 
ment on the London stock exchance, 
which began today. London also sent 
reports of a sharp recovery in the price 
of copper, and this conducted further 
the early rise here.
